2. Soring ay recent trip to Moscow I stressed to 

Gromyko, ss Soviet Co-Chairman, his responsibility for ob- 
taining Polish cooperation in making the ICC affective. I 
said that tha Pole seemed to be guided more by the specific 
interests of the Pathet Lao than he did by his conscience 
or his awn objective observations. Gromyko did not give me 
an affective response beyond assuring me of the Soviet de- 
sire to see the ICC functio n effectively. Khrushchev 
reiterated this desire when I with him. 

3. On April 30 the Department of State instructed our 
Eobasay in London to ask the British, in their capacity as 
Co-Chairmen, to raise wife the Soviets the violation of the
